The island 
has a very historic link in connection with our hobby as it was used by Marconi when he 
demonstrated to the British Post Office that his theory that radio waves would travel across 
water. He made the link via radio from Lavernock Point in south Wales to the island on 
Thursday, May 13th 1897.
